His Demise, Title Becomes

LONDON, March 17.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} The Duke of Cambridge died 
at 10:35 o’clock this morning. He was 
a cousin of Queen Victoria and was 
born March 26, 1819. 

The Duke died peacefully at Glouces- 
ter House, his Georgian residence on 
Park Lane. He had been confined to 
his house for some weeks, but until 
compelled to take to his bed he was, as 
has been his custom, a constant at- 
tendant at functions of a national or 
charitable character. At the most re- 
cent of these, it Was obvious that the 
Duke was becoming exceedingly feeble. 
He presented a somewhat pathetic fig- 
ure, as, leaning heavily upon the arm 
of one of his sons, he advanced with 
faltering steps to address a gathering 
in ald of some patriotic movement. 

Up to the present year, the Duke re- 
tained much of his old-time activity, 
and, despite his great age, always par- 
ticipated in the shooting parties at his 
bridgeshire and enjoyed

The title of Duke of Cambridge died 
with hi his sons being born of a 
morganatic marriage. His death also 
places at the disposal of the King a 
field marshal’s baton, as well as an 
Order of the Garter.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT RATES. 
TRAFFIC MANAGERS CONFER. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, March 17.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Informal conferences held 
by the treffic managers of railroads 
operating between Chicago and New 
York have been in progress for sev- 
eral days past, preliminary to the 
calling of a general meeting for the 
purpose of considering east-bound 
freight rates fn all phases. 

Official statistics, recently published, 
showing the great falling-off in the 
export of grain from Atlantic ports 
have impressed the railroad managers 
with more than usual force, it has 
been known for the last three years 
that the volume of export grain traffic 
was steadily turning away from the 
Atlantic to the Gulf and Pacific ports. 

During the montn of February, 
statistics show that New York was 
the only Atlantic port from which 
export wheat was sent, and that the 
total amount of shipments for that 
month was only 13,000 bushels. The 
total grain export shipments from the 
country during February was about 


1,480,000 bushels. Of this, Galveston 
and New Orleans together sent 1,200,- | 


HE 5 drawal of export grain trade from 


Atlantic ports tnat is chiefly responsi- 
ble for the present rate-cutting of 
east-bound grain designed for export. 
The Buffalo and New York roads have 
been putting forth their best efforts 
to regain a fair proportion of this ex- 
port grain traffic for New York City. 
| The Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Lehigh Valley roads have 
been working as strenuously in the 
interests of Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. Hence the railroad freights on 
this d of traffic have been cut 
8 a point considerably below 
the cost of transportation. 

It is now ascertained that this ex- 
traordinary cutting of rates has had 
comparatively little effect in turning 
the course of export grain traffic from 
Gulf ports.

MELLETTE SET FREE. | 


Jury in Federal Court Finds Him Not 
Guilty on Charge of Counter- 
feiting. 

For two years the charge of coun- 
terfeiting has been hanging over Fred 
I. Mellette. Yesterday 4 jury in the 
United States District Court gave the 
young man his freedom. 

The crime with which Mellette was 
charged was alleged to have been 
committed at Santa Barbara in Janu- 
ary, 1903. David Elisworth; arrested at 
the same time, confessed his guilt and 
was sentenced to fifteen years in San 
Quentin. Mellette maintained his in- 
nocence. The evidence against the ac- 
cused was all of a circumstantial. na- 
ture and in the minds of the jury not 
sufficient to warrant serious conidera- 
tion, On the contrary the fact was fully 
established that he had been employed 
by Ellsworth as a cobbler and was 
wholly ignorafit of the character of his 
employer's’ business. On this showing 
the jury acquitted the accused.

FULL CONFESSION.

WILLIAM CLANCEY IMPLICATED 
| IN MOJAVE CRIME. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

BAKERSFIELD, March 17.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Slowly but surely the 
links in the chain of evidence in the 
Mojave lynching case are being formed 
by officers. At the jail last night Wil- 
liam Clancey, one of the first to be 
arrested upon susp of having been 
implicated in the work of the mob, 
made a complete confession to Sheriff 
Kelley, telling of his connection with 
the case and what transpired during 
the affair-Friday night. 

Clancey told much the same story as 
the men who confessed to Dist.-Atty. 
Laird at Mojave Tuesday evening. He 
said that he, with others, had joined in 
the movement to subject the negro 
Cummings, to the indignity of a coat 


of oil and feathers. When the jail 


door was opened the victim of the 
lynchers came running out and made 
straight for the crowd in an angry 
and demonstrative manner. When he 
was a few feet from the prison Cowan 
fired a shot in the air, but when the 
negro continued advancing. a second 
shot was fired, and then Cummings 
attacked one of the crowd and a scuf- 
fille ensued. Clancey stated that he and 
others pulled the man off the prostrate 
victim and then the oll and feathers 
were applied and the body dragged 
back inte the jail and the mob dis- 


persed. 

Im several letters which Cowan 
wrote to friends last night he stoutly 
declares his innocence. In a letter 
written to his mother, Mrs. R. Cowan, 
of St. Johns, Newfoundland, the 
son says: 

“My Dear Mother: I have very sor- 
rowful news to tell you. My streak of 
hard luck seems to have reached the 
limit. I am here charged with a crime 
of which I know absolutely nothing. 
I expect to be out, however, when my 
case comes up, but still the fact re- 
mains that I am in now. The crime is 
the lynching of a negro at Majove last 
Friday night. I swear before all I love 
and reverenee, I know nothing of it. 
Pray for me. 

“Your loving son, 

“JAMES AN.” 

In letters written to friends asking 
them to contribute money for his 
defense, he relates the same facts, in- 
sisting that he is innocent, and that 
he fs the victini of a conspiracy. When 
the District Attorney learned 
morning of the confession of Clancey, 
he was somewhat surprised, and said: 

„»I have not had an interview with 
the men in jail, as I already have suf- 
ficient evidence.“ 

The District Attorney also stated
